WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 11.—President 
“Roosevelt took the Senate sharply to task 
in a letter to Senator Cullom, read by the 
latter in executive seasion today, for the 
amendment made by the foreign relations 
committee in the pending = arbitration 
treaties between this and foreign govern- 


ments. 

The letter, to which the senators listened 
‘in considerable surprise, is as follows: 

“My dear Senator Cullom: I learn that 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
has reported the arbitration treaties to the 
Senate, amending them by substituting for 
the word ‘agreement’, in the second article, 
the word ‘treaty’. 

“The effect of the amendment is to make 
it no longer possible, as between its con- 
tracting parties, to submit any matter 
whatever to arbitration without ‘first ob- 
taining a special treaty to cover the case. 
This will not constitute a step forward, but 
a step backward. 

“If the word ‘agreement’ were retained, 
it would be possible for the Department of 
State to do, as, for instance, jt has already 
done, under the Hague, treaty in the Pius 
Fund arbitration case with México and sub- 
mit to arbitration such subordinate mat- 
ters as by treaty the Senate had decided 
could be left to the executive to submit 
wnder a jurisdiction iimited Dy the genes 
treaty of arbitration.

The little girls were bitten severely, and 
the result of their wounds is anxiously 
awaited. 

The little girls who were bitten are Mary 
and Elizabeth Dunn, 14 and 12 years old 
respectively, who live at 2761 North Gar- 
rizon avenue, and Veronica Glenville, 5 
years old, who lives at 2427 Bacon street. 

Mary and Elizabeth Dunn go to S8t. 
Teresa’s School at Grand avenue and 
North Market street. When school was 
dismissed at noon Friday they left for 
home, in the company of Mary Rider, who 
lives on Bacon street, near Montgomery, 
and Catherine Kennedy and Mary Tighe. 

They walked east on Montgomery street 
to Bacon and then north to the gate into 
the grounds of the Mullanphy Hospital, 
which they proposed to cross in a short 
cut for home. 

They had said good-by to Mary Rider, 
who was to part with them there, and were 
about to enter the gate, when Raymond 
Tharp's little water spaniel came running 
toward them.

William R. Faulkner, Jr., private secre- 
tary to Chief of Police Kiely and a son ot 
Dr. W. R. Faulkner, superintendent of po- 
lice property, detailed to the Senate inves 
tigating committee Saturday morning the 
marner tr which politieal assessments have 
been made against the police department. 

He told of the orders given for collect- 
ing the money; the amount raised—$20,- 
600.60 at one collection and $850 at another 
—and submitted the ‘‘schedule of assess- 
ments.’’ 

He said the order to raise the money 
from the police came from his father, who 
told him to notify the police department 
captains ‘“‘as usual.’’ Thereupon, he said, 
he sent out letters to each of the cap- 
tains. 

This letter was sent in August, and the 
captains were notified that the collections 
must be in by about Sept. 10. The letter 
was phrased as an order, and said “the 
usual collections will be taken up,’ and 
‘the money will be turned over to Dr. 
Faulkner.’ 

He gave this schedule of assessments in 
the police department as the usual one: 

Captains, $36; lieutenants, $22.50; ser- 
geants, $20.70; patrolmen, $16.20; probation- 
ary patrolmen, $11.70; turnkeys, $11.70; 
clerks, $10.80; Janitors receiving $60 per 
month, $10.80; janitors receiving $30 per 
month, $9.

Scullin was conspicuous among waiting 
witnesses. 

A subpena was issued for him Friday 
after Judge Franklin Ferriss had testified 
that Scullin, a brother of the Democratic 
city marshal, had furnished the $2000 he 
(Ferriss) contributed to the Walbridge 
campaign. 

Edwards Whitaker of St. Louis, whose 
testimony was awaited with especial in- 
terest, was not present, it being reported 
that Maj. Emmett Newton had not yet 
succeeded in serving him, but Representa- 
tive John Whitaker of Hickory County was 
in attendance. He was one of the original 
Kerens men before the Republican caucus, 
but since has supported Niedringhaus. 

The sergeant-at-arms of the committee, 
in reporting his inability to locate Whit- 
aker, said it was reported at his office that 
Mr. Whitaker was in Chicago and would 
be back Monday. 

Representative Whitaker was the first 
witness. He said Judge Cox of Bolivar, 
who testified yesterday, called on him last 
fall and indicated his opposition to R. c. 
Kerens, seemingly preferring Parker. Whit- 
aker said Cox said he was a candidate for 
a federal judgeship and he had little hope 
of getting it if Kerens were elected sen- 
ator. 

Whitaker said T. J. Akins,- soon after the 
election, telephoned him from his home 
in Humansville, eight miles away, and dis- 
cussed the candidates over the wire. Whit- 
uker said Akins told him he favored Parker 
and was opposed to Kerens. He stated 
that Akins declared it wouldn't do to elect 
Kerens senator ‘because he was a commer- 
cial man.’ 

Whitaker said he met Akins subscquently 
in St. Louis and found Akins had switched 
from Parker to Niedringhaus. He gaid he 
was surprised when he learned of Akins’ 
switch. 

Mr. Whitaker eaid, after learning of the 
change, he came to 8t. Louis to meet the 
various candidates. Akins, in St. Louis, 
told him Kerens should not be elected be- 
cause he is an anti-administration man. 
Whitaker said Akins’ conversation was 
more anti-Kerens than pro-Niedringhaus. 

Whitaker said he recelved letters from J. 
C. MeCoy inviting him to St. Louis. In 
one letter McCoy said, Whitaker testified, 
that he would prefer not to say by mail 
what he would like to say He wrote on 
state committee stationery. McCoy asked 
him to come to St. Louis to hear what he 
had to say. Whitaker said he never as- 
certained what McCoy meant. 

Mr. Whitaker said so far as he could ob- 
serve thé federal officeholders of Missouri 
were for Niedringhaus. 

The witness said Akins told him over 
the telephone that it might be necessary to 
keep some of the Republican mem- 
bers out of the caucus as it would 
not do for Mr. Kerens to be elected under 
any circumstances. But he said he hoped 
this would not: be necessary. 

ff. B. Allen of Linn -County, member of 
Republican state committee, followed 
Whitaker. Allen said he was @ district or- 
ganizer in the last campaign, but that his 
personal expenses were only $46. Allen 
said he handled no other funds. He said 
$300 was sent to Linn County, but was ex- 
pended by Dr, A. C. Pettijohn . 

Allen said offers wéré made to Dr. Petti- 
john that if he wonld desert Kerens the 
Niedringhaus men would vote for him for 
speaker. In response to a question, Allen 
said he’ would think that Pettijohn’s sup- 
port of Kerens cost him the speakership. 


Chairman Evans’ Testimony. 

Judge W. N. Evans of West Plains, chair- 
man .of the Democratic state committee, 
was the next witness. He was shown a 
copy of the report of Treasurer Lemp and 
usked to explain certain entries. First he 
was questioned about an entry of $700 cred- 
ited to V. Reyburn as ‘‘collections.”’ Evans 
said Congressman Vandiver had charge of 
collections from state candidates. 

“Judge Reyburn was notified like the 
others by Vandiver,’’ Evans testified, ‘‘but 
Reyburn said he wouldn't contribute any- 
thing personally. But he said he had some 
friends across the river or somewhere who 
might contribute for him. Later he gave 
Vandiver the $700 representing the amount 
he collected.”’ 

Evans said Vandiver notified the can- 
didate for Supreme Court that he should 
contribute $1500 and the state office 
candidates $1000 each. Some paid, he 
anid. Others did not, paying instead 
what they preferred. 

Evans testified further that he wrote to

the heads of all state institutions that he 
desired a voluntary contribution from them 
and any of their subordinates that might 
join. In return, Judge Evans said, he sent 
a receipt and notified the state treasurer 
from whom the money came. 

Evans said he and Vandiver couldn't 
agree on the collection of money from po- 
licemen and other state employes, and sajd: 
“] decided to take up the matter myself.” 

Evans said he _ believes contributions 
should be made to a party campaign fund 
by every person holding office by reason of 
the supremacy of such political party, 

Evans in amplification said he wrote to 
the head of every institution headed by a 
Democrat. 

“Do you mean to say there are -any state 
institutions headed by a Repwblican”’ 

“Well, I found the State University large. 
ly dominated by Republicans. We didn’t 
get much help there.” , 

“Is President Jesse a Republican?’ askea 


Senator MclIndoe. 

“Well, he has Republican tendencies,” 
replied Evans, emphatically. “And I want 
to add that we found other men who have 
contributed to the Democratic campaign 
funds in other years who wouldn't help 
us this year.”’ 

Kvans said he had written A. C. Stewart, 
who afterward was named police commis- 
sioner, for contribulitions and had received 
$3000. 

In regard to collections from the St. 
Louis police, Judge Evans saic: 


How Police Contributed. 


“f went to Harry Hawes and asked him 
to take up the matter of having the St. 
Louis vote registered. He intimated to me 
that it would be very expensive. I asked 
hin: to recommend an honorable man who 
would make a collection. 

‘Hawes recommended Dr. Faukner and 
introduced him to me. I asked the doctor 
to take up the collection for me, as I was 
not acquainted in St. Louis. I told him to 
assure every contributor that we wanted 
only voluntary contributions. Meanwhile 
Mr. Hawes had suggested, owing to the 
hostility of certain members of the city and 
state committees, that I divide the amount 
collected by Faulkner between the state 
committee and the Jefferson Club. I 
agreed. 

“I received $20,600, the amount collected 
by Faulkner. I turned over half to Mr. 
Ballard, treasurer of the Jefferson Club, 
and the other half to Mr. Lemp. 

“Later Dr. Faulkner gave me additional 
collections. They represented various small 
contributions from Richard Hanlon, Al 
Richardson and others. The amount was 
$550 in all. 

In response to questions he named as 
other contributors: T. R. Ballard, T. J. 
Quinn, Wm. G. Frye, Philip A. Schmidt, J. 
M. Selzer, Andrew Blong, A. C. Steuver, 
Meyer-Bannerman Co. None gave more 
than $100. 

“Some of the Democratic city committee 
ig all right, but I wouldn't risk it all,” said 
Evans in reply to a question from McIndoe 
whether he feared to trust the city com- 
mittee, 

Judge Evans said he wanted the Jefferson 
Club to take charge of it because he had 
complete confidence in Harry Hawes’ hon- 
esty and ability. 

Judge Evans made a hit with the Dem- 
ocrats. present by his replies to the ques- 
tions of Senator McIndoe (Rep.), about 
Folk. 

MecIndoe wanted to know if Folk knew 
money wus being collected from the po- 
lice. 

“No, sir,” said Evans; “I don’t think he 
knows it yet.” 

“Didn't you tell him?” 

“No, sir.”’ said Evans; “it was none of 
his business or Vandiver’s, either. I under- 
stood he and Vandiver were opposed to 
coHecting money from the police. I was 
the responsible head of the committee, and 
I believe such methods are all right. So ! 
just went ahead on my own hook.”’ 

Evans said he knew nothing of letters 
being sent out by the chief of police to 
captains, asking contributions. He said he 
hardly knew the chief of police. 

Judge Evans submitted a list of expendi- 
tures, giving the names of men to whom 
puyment was made and the amounts. 

He said when the campaign began there 
was no money in the treasury, and Nel- 
son W. MaLeod paid the expenses for 
awhile.

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PASSAGE OF THE RATE BILL. 

By almost a unanimous vote—326 to 17—the House passed the 
bill for the regulation of railroad rates by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

The result is primarily a triumph of public opinion, whieh 
has insistently demanded a correction of evil of rate dis- 
criminations. The political honors of the victory are pretty 
evenly divided between President Roosevelt, who strongly recom- 
mended such legislation in his first message to Congress and 
urged it in his last one, and the Democratic party, which in its 
last three national conventions has demanded it. The Republi- 
can platforms have been silent on the question and the party 
leaders in both houses of Congress were opposed to it. They 
only yielded in the House under stress of Mr. Roosevelt’s in- 
fluence. 

Mr. Williams, speaking for the Democrats, agreed that the 
right to fix railroad rates is a dangerous power to confer on seven 
men appointed by the President, but he said it is a choice between 
evils, “as only about seven great railroad magnates acting in 
conjunction are directing the stream of American commerce in 
the channels they choose, and discriminating wherever they 
see fit.” 
There is little or no expectation that the Senate will pass this 
or any similar measure at this session. Meanwhile, the rail- 
road lobby will keep busy and the rebates and discrirainations 
will go on—unless somebody shall be sent to jail for violating 
the very plain laws already forbidding such practices,

S FACING NEW 
STRIKE CRISIS 


Thirty Phousand Men Quit Work 
and Another Demonstration Is 
Expected Sunday as Result of 
Secret Meetings. 


HUNDREDS REPORTED 
KILLED IN POLAND 


Additional Troops Are Called to 
Prevent Riots and Though 
Workmen Are Quiet Govern- 
ment Prepares for Trouble. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 11.—Thirty 
thousand ‘workmen are reported on strike 
in St. Petersburg today, and the city is 
again face to face with a renewal of the 
labor troubles. 

The cause is the falfure of the workmen 
to secure pay for the time they were out 
on strike, added to the fact that there has 


* been no adjustment of their demands of a 


month ago. 

Secret meestings are being held, and it fs 
believed that Sunday has been set as the 
date of another demonstration or outbreak. 

Father Gopon's organization still exists, 
but secretly, and {s less effective. 

‘Reports from many factories now being 
operated show that the hands are ripe for 
trouble and likely to strike at any time. 

From Russian Poland come reports of 
hundreds of workmen killed and wounded 
in collisions with the troops. 

At Sosnovice, 31 were seriously wounded. 

At Lodz. soldiers fired into a mob of 
strikers and 15 to 30 are reported slain. 

At Kattowitz 24 workmen are reported 
killed and 49 wounded in a clash with the 
military. 


Workinen Want Audience. 

Father Gppon’s organization is reported 
to have appointed 3 delegates to request 
Governor-General Trepoff to permit the 
workmen to send another representative 
delegation to see Emperor Nicholas and 
present program of labor reforms, and, 
fn case of refusa}. of this request, to re- 
teat the attempt to march to the palace 
square,-*— 

The accessions to the ranks of the 
strikers have reduced to idleness the entire
